CONTENTION HIT 


Referring to the contention of 
the conporation that the form of 
lease It adopted after the Clayton 
Act became effective is free from 
the restrictive and tying clauses 
and ie, therefore, unobjectionable, 
the opinion pointed out that these 
leases are terminable u thirty 
days’ notice and stated “they were 
evidently framed in view of the 
Clayton Act and litigation Iitkely 
to arise over the former leases 
in view of that enactment.” 

Justice Day declared that “the 
earnestness and real with which 
the right to use these clauses has 
been insisted upon throughout.

WASHINGTON, April 17.—Ship- 
ping Board experts have computed 
that the entire existing privately 
owned American merchant marine 
would receive a. total subsidy of 
$12,600,000 a year under the legis- 
lation now receiving consideration 
by Congress. Since, however, these 
ships would lose mail subventions, 
now recejved, amounting te $2,- 
600,000 annually, the net annual 
subsidy resulting from enactment 


of the bill was estimated at $10,- 
000,000. 

The largest amount of subsidy 
which would go to a single ship 
among those now existing, would 
be to the new Nesolute or Reliance 
of the United American Lines, the 
report showed, amounting to about 
200,000 annually or $60.000 net, 
when the present mall subvention 
of $150,000 is consigned.

HE AIRPLANE PROBLEM 


Two airplane accidents within the past 
two days, both ending in fatalities, bring 
up again the serious riddle as to the future 
Of aviation. 
An invention so revolutionary in scope 
must have some extraordinary and remark-. 
able future—far greater than anything thus 
far functioned. The mastery of the air was 
not accomplished idly and for nothing. It 
must have had some great purpose. This 
purpose, thus far, has not been made plain. 
As & passenger carrier the airplane can 
never occupy any very important niche in 
the world of transportation until the pub 
lic is more thoroughly convinced of the 
safety of fying. In Europe many air lines 
are in operation and many passengers are 
carried; but as a serious factor im trans- 
portation the airplane has not yet qualified 
aS a passenger carrier. 
In the field of freight and mail carrying 
the plane does not figure to any consider- 
able extent, at least in this country. Great 
promises are made for the future; but they 
It requires a very opti- 
mistic nature to believe that airships can | 
be serious competitors for a long time to 
come with railroads and ships that sail the | 
sea.

It owes 
ite popularity among radio en- 
thusiasts to its pleasing tone and 
to the fact that it comes within 
the requirements of the law. The 
wave emitted by a rotary spark 
get comes in sharp and 
clear at the receiver, or at least it 
is thought so at the present time. 
Whether or not the rotary gap 
wilt be in common use a few years 
from today is a question, but the 
chances are it will not. For with 
the rapid advance of radio all 
things appear to become obsolete 
in a very few years. Already the 
rotary gap transmitter is being 
supplanted by improved forma of 
senders, principally the C.W., of 
which more will come later. 

The quenched gap is used to a 
great extent by ship stations. Its 
desirability Mes in the fact that it 
quenches the oaciliations the 
closed circuit, allowing the open 
circuit to vibrate freely at ita own 
natural period, emitting waves of 
but one length.
